There is a strong sentiment in favor 
of (laving West Main street next sum­ 
mer.

ever the country yesterday regarding 
the death of Maceo and declaring; that 
he was the victim of a premeditated 
assassination by the Spaniards and was 
lured to his death, cauned a wave of 
Indignation through this country that 
would only need to carry the executive 
with It to eventuate In war with Spain, 
frhera were many versions of the story 
and all of them were emphatically and 
officially denied both at Washington by 
Minister 
De Lome and at Havana. 
Later they have been denied by an As­ 
sociated Press dispatch from Havana 
which If absolutely reliable stamps the 
Cubans as very picturesque and per- 
eistent prevaricators. The alleged lur­ 
ing of Maceo to his death, on the other 
hand, was such a crime against mod­ 
ern civilisation as would undobtedly 
turn the «’hole world against Spain.

Hut Dr. Max 
Ihio ¡Kertucha irled to convince the Cu 
ban leader that It was wise to meet the 
MarqUis of Ahumada, as the financial 
situation of Spain clearly indicated 
that the Spanish army would suohhav# 
to abandon the fight.

•• ‘Viva, Cuba libre!’ answered Maceo, 
and then the butchery began. Gomez 
w as wounded and fell t>cfore Maceo. but 
MIro escaped. 


“At this moment, said the Cul)an com­ 
missioner to the Junta in H a v a n a .'a 
band of rebels who were going to Join 
Maceo .at the H avana side of Mariei. 
approached and were informed by Miro 
of the ambush. The Spaniards had a l­ 
ready taken Maceo, who was pierced with 
bullets, and Ooinez, who killed him stif 
with the last bullet of his revolver.

At the first vol­ 
ley from the Spanish Maceo fell w'ound- 
ed. The Insurgents, taken by surprise, 
commenced a general lire as they re­ 
treated and abandoned Maceo
